Familiar Pattern 

Experts at the United Nations 
do not attach too much impor- 
tance to Khrushchev’s outburst of 
pledged aid to the Cubans. They 
think it was in the familiar pat- 
tern. It was tied in with riots, 
demonstrations and other acts 
which the Kremlin customarily 
employs to stimulate party activ- 
ity and discipline. 


We have here, in rather clear 
form, an example of the almost 
desperate need to know the news. 
Presumably our official counter- 
espionage service knows. But they 
may not. Equally important, as a 
news need, will be to be informed 
of any return of Communist dele- 
gations to Cuba—if, in fact, they 
departed. 


We are offered, too, an _ illus- 
tration of how quickly the Rus- 
sians move to fill vacuums. One 
serious failure of the invading 
forces was to propagandize their 
beachheads. They were hoping for 
large defections. These they did 
not get. One reason they didn’t 
was Mr. Khrushchev’s loud an- 
nouncement he 


had a profound effect in Cuba. 


The Discontented 


The more knowledgeable people 
in Latin America did not, of 
course, anticipate Russian action. 
But the discontented in Latin 
America—and they are many— 
will have been stimulated by Mr. 
K’s well-timed shout of encour- 
agement and promise of assist- 
ance. And this, when all is said 
and done, is probably all that Mr. 


.K,._meant to accomplish, He put 


on a flash show of riots, demon- 
strations and denunciations of the 
United States. This will surely 
bring grief, in the weeks ahead, 
to at least four or five govern- 
ments in Latin America. The left- 
ist groups will begin a new period 
of activity. All this will bring new 
burdens to the slender, young 
man in the White House in Wash- 
ington, D.C. 


It is well that the President's 

new Latin American policy is 
started through the legislative 
mills. We will need it. There was 
not a single head of a govern- 
ment to the south of us which 
wanted to see Castro win. But 
not one spoke out. Even in the 
U.N. we stood alone. 
- In a sense, this isolation was 
good. Cuba was our show. We 
didn’t ask for it, and we didn't 
want it. But it was, and is our 
show. We must yet come to grips 
with Castro and Cuba. We may 
do this by putting on all possible 
invisible pressures. We may be 
able to prevent his followers from 
creating substantial chaos in 
South and Central America. 


- Castro will, soon or late, have 
to go. But whether Communist in- 
fluence and strength also will de- 
part is the most thorny question 
of the future in that area of the 
world. The moving finger of his- 
tory will be busy there for many 
years to come. President Ken- 
nedy’s statement to the nation’s 
editors reveals our determination 
not to be a minor part of that 
history.

Rusk Shows Homefolks 


Calmest Face in Town

On one of the most troubled days in recent history Secretary of 
State Dean Rusk came to peaceful Georgia and appeared to be the 


calmest man around. 


At the end of the day he left 
his native state with an honor- 
ary doctor’s degree and a sun- 
burn. 


He received the degree in an 
afternoon ceremony at Emory 
University; he got the sunburn 
while speechmaking and greeting 
relatives at Reinhardt College in 
Cherokee County, near his home- 
place. 


He was emotionally correct 
through it all, wholly reserved, 
almost shy. His laughter was re- 
strained, his voice soft and well- 
modulated, his handshake firm. 


Everywhere he went, people 
tried to judge him by familiar 
political standards and he didn’t 
fit the pattern at all. 


Rusk, one of 78 grandchildren, 
met some of his Georgia cousins 
when he landed at the Dobbins 
airfield Thursday morning. 
Among them was 82-year-old 
George Rusk, a second cousin 
from Woodstock. 


All of his immediate family was 
waiting to greet him—Mrs. James 
Perkins of Nashville, Tenn., who

Thursday that United States’ restraint is “not inex- 
haustible”’ and that we do not intend to abandon Cuba

U.S. READY TO ACT 

Qualified administration sources 
said the aim of Kennedy’s speech 
was to warn the government of 
Premier Fidel Castro and its 
Communist supporters abroad that 
this nation would not tolerate any 
large Communist built-up of arms 
in Cuba and that it would not 
tolerate summary executions of 
U.S. citizens by the Cuban regime.

WASHINGTON (UPI)—The Senate passed President John F. 
Kennedy’s $1.25 an hour minimum wage bill Thursday by a 65 to 
28 vote—a margin that may prove big enough to restore some of 
the cutbacks imposed by the House. 


The final version of the legis- 
lation will be worked out in a 
Senate-House conference com- 
mittee. 


Administration supporters were 
jubilant over the emphatic way 
the Senate voted for just about 
what Kennedy requested. 


The House on March 24, dealt 
the President a stinging rebuff 
by limiting the increase of the 
present $1 an hour minimum 
wage to $1.15 and cutting back on 
the number of new workers to 
benefit under the legislation. It

Cuba Mess

WASHINGTON—The setback to 
the anti-Castro forces in Cuba 
was recognized here Thursday 
night as a damaging blow to the 
United States in its relations with 
the rest of the world. 


Among high officials of the 
Kennedy administration there was 
willingness to concede privately 
that a serious miscalculation had 
been made. 


U. S. SANCTION 


After days of confusion, the 
nature of that miscalculation had 
become apparent. Several hundred 
Cuban exiles were permitted by 
the United States to carry out 
landings in Cuba in order to 
take supplies to the resistance 
forces there. This strictly limited 
operation, however, was s0 
magnified by rumor, propaganda 
and international controversy that 
it seemed to the world a major 
military operation under U. §S.

The effects of the resulting fiasco 
were being appraised here in this 
way:

Wide Tax Retorms 


Asked by Kennedy 


WASHINGTON (}?) — President Kennedy asked 
Congress Thursday for broad tax changes as weapons 
against aging factories, unemployment, tax cheaters, 
expense account living, and the flow of gold overseas. 


He called his requests ‘‘a first 


though urgent step” toward more 
thorough tax reform next year. 


That reform, the President 


said, could mean a general in- 
come tax cut for everyone. 


BUSINESS INCENTIVE 

Meanwhile, his 6,500-word spe- 
cial message to Congress asked 
these major changes: 


1. A special tax incentive for 
business to expand and modern- 
ize. 


2. Withholding of taxes on divi- 
dends and interest. 


$. Repeal of the special benefits 
given stockholders. 


4. Sharp limitation of expense 
account deductions. 

5. Ending special treatment for 
corporations that invest in com- 
peting industrial nations. 

TO BOOST REVENUE 

Kennedy said his proposed 
changes, when taken together, 
would not cut government reve- 
nue. He said that while his in 
centive to modernize business 
would mean a $1.7-billion loss, the 
other changes would bring in at 
least $50 million more than that. 


Kennedy’s key proposal was the 
tax incentive for business expen- 
sion and modernization. 


Under it, companies could sub- 
tract from their annual tax part 
of the money they had invested 
in new or improved plants and 


equipment that year. 


Under his proposal, 20 per cent 
would be deducted from all cor- 
poration dividends and all inter- 
est payments on savings ac- 
counts, U.S. saving bonds, and 
other taxable securities. 


In another major proposal af- 
fecting stockholders, Kennedy 
asked Congress to repeal the spe- 
cial benefits and credits now 
given on dividends. 


The President promised to rec- 
commend within a few weeks a 
detailed definition of what the 
government should consider a de- 
ductible business expense. 


Curtailment of expense ac- 
counts, Kennedy said, would bring 
in at least $250 million a year 
more in tax revenue and would 
“strengthen both our tax structure 
and the moral fibre of our 
society.” 


His most important recommen- 
dation was to tax American cor- 
porations for the profits made by 
subsidiaries in _ industrialized 
countries. 

At present, companies pay no 
U.S. tax on these profits unless 
the money is brought back to the 
United States. This encourages 
the companies to reinvest their 
profits overseas. 

Kennedy recommended that the 
tax exemption be continued for 
profits made in underdeveloped 
nations.

A Job, Says 
Eichmann 


Only a Bureaucrat, 


Israel Court Told

JERUSALEM (AP)—In his own 
memoirs of the role he played 
in Nazi Germany’s mass murder 
machine, Adolf Eichmann Thurs- 
day emerged as a dedicated bu- 
reaucrat with a passion for train 
schedules and obedience to or- 
ders. He depicts himself as an 
administrator, not a killer. 


The picture is etched sharply 
of Eichmann’s interrogation by 
Israeli authorities after his cap- 
ture last year in Argentina, In 
the massive record, made public 
by Israel, Eichmann denies accu- 
sations that he ordered use of 
poison gas to kill Jews in exter- 
mination camps. 


“IT am neither a Jew-hater nor 
an anti-Semite. Some of the rela- 
tives of my stepmother married 
Jews. Even in Hungary, there 
were my Jewish relatives, which 
was never denied,”’ he asserted. 
RAMBLING TESTIMONY 

Again and again, Eichmann de- 
nied in rambling answers that he 
took any active part in the estab- 
lishment of extermination camps 
but stressed he would have 
obeyed any orders given him ‘“‘no 
matter what they were.” 


In replies to Israeli Police Capt. 


Avner Less, interrogating him 
about the extermination camps, 
Eichmann said: ‘Captain, sir, 
such plans were never made by 
me. I had nothing to do with such 
things.” 

He admitted, however, that he 
ran the grim system of Nazi 
deportation trains which carried 
millions of Jews to death camps 
in the East. But he closed his 
eyes to what happened when the 
trains arrived. 

TIMETABLE PROBLEM 


“If a transport train failed to 
depart on time,” Eichmann said, 
‘“‘the whole system was ruined. 
The timetable had to be put in 
order. Other timetables had to be 
changed ‘because of the fact the 
train that was scheduled to move 
had to be shifted to another 
route; the whole schedule was

Idealism and practical politics often 
clash, with the public the loser. 

Such was the case when former Presi- 
dent Eisenhower several times in his ad- 
ministration requested Democratic Con- 
gresses to permit appointment of ad- 
ditional federal judges to help clear up a 
backlog of cases. 

The reason he was turned down was 
pretty well summed up by New York 
Democrat Emanuel Celler, chairman of 
the House Judiciary Committee, when he 
said Democratic members of Congress 
had been reluctant to “place Democratic 
eggs under a Republican hen to be 
hatched.” 

Even when the former President 
promised to divide appointments equally 
between Democrats and Republicans he 
was turned down. 

But look at the Democratic Congress 
now. The House voted overwhelmingly to 
let President Kennedy appoint 70 new 
lifetime federal judges. The Senate last 
month approved a similar bill to provide 
73 new judgeships. 

There is a very real need for addition- 
al judges and we are glad that the new 
legislation will provide an additional one 
in the Northern District to help handle 
the heavy case load. 

What is galling, however, is that de- 
spite cluttered dockets in recent years 
Democratic Congresses refused to act until 
it had a Democrat in the White House to 
make the appointments. 

That puts patronage above adminis- 
tration of justice on schedule and prac- 
tical politics above the public’s best in- 
terests.

WASHINGTON—John F. Kennedy believes 
history will mark the late 1950s and the early 
1960s as the crisis in freedom’s fight with com- 
munism. And Thursday, April 20, may be put down in that history as 
the day freedom pulled itself from the quicksand of complacency and 
turned to do its duty, just in time. 


Tt Was a Little Like 


named Masferrer 


President Kennedy's speech was short, like the best of Lincoln's. 
Coming at the pit of the Cuban failure, it embodied the best of the 


code of Churchill— 


“in defeat defiance.”’ . 


“Regardless of the cost, regardless of the peril,” the President 
is taking us into that new and deeper struggle more difficult 
than war which failure forces us to face at last. ‘Too long,’’ as he 
said, we have fixed our minds on the wrong things. 


And while much of his speech was said to the world, and es- 
pecially Latin America, he meant for his countrymen also to hear 


this: 


“The complacent, the self-indulgent, the soft . . 


. are about to be 


swept away with the debris of history.” 

To deliver this address, possibly an American turning point, the 
President wore black, even his necktie. He did not smile. His finger 
thudded on the lectern and his voice shook with controlled passion. 
The unexpected candor of his few words, the rapidity of his expres- 
sion and the suddenness of his close left the audience of editors a lit- 
tle stunned: their applause was sober and a little uncertain, and they 


stood in near silence, 


looking deeply thoughtful as Mr. 


Kennedy 


marched swiftly down the platform and left the room. It must have 
been a little like this at Gettysburg. 

What does it mean for us? It means that this nation is going to 
launch an offensive to toughen and extend the ideology of freedom. 
We are not going to depend solely on bombers to deter communism 
any more. Nor are we going to go on thinking derision of commu- 
nism can convince the hungry. These tactics, as the President said, 
are ‘“‘no longer enough.”’ They are losing. 


We are going to reexamine and intensify freedom’s ideological 
methods and butt head-on into the Communists on that front, so long 
neglected by us, because that is the front where freedom should be 
strongest and yet it is the point where communism is breaking 
through. The world is about to see us become pro-freedom as well 


as anti-Communist. 


That is the burden of what Mr. Kennedy said and his manner ex- 
pressed the urgency of it as forcefully as his words. 

So there was a good deal more in this short speech than Kennedy's 
stirring restatement of the Monroe Doctrine. 

There was a general admission that what America has been doing 


has been insufficient. 


But there was an absolute statement that we 


are now going to measure up, “regardless of the cost, regardless of the 


peril.” 


And the chief weapon, as we move into this ‘“‘new and deeper 
struggle,” is the national voice. It was firmed Thursday and it 
shook with a passion and a conviction that the world heard. We are 
moving to meet the Communists at last on the decisive and final 
front from which we have shrunk too long. Khrushchev will pay dearly 
for winning this week's sad little bloodletting in Cuba. It may cost 


him the world.

U.S. People Must 


Insure Invasion 


WASHINGTON—The anti-Castro invasion of 
Cuba must not fail and the people of the United 
States—repeat, the people of the United States 


and not the government—must see to it that it does not fail. This is 
one of those rare times when a people must do what its government 


cannot do. 

For the first time in all its his- 
tory the government of the United 
States is forbidden to take on its 
own behalf those actions which 
are plainly necessary for its own 
defense, in its own back yard. 

‘‘World opinion’”’ will not let us 
move as a government, even 
though ‘‘world opinion’’ is com- 
pounded of mere timidity and of 
falsehoods. 

It is actually suggested that 
American intervention in Cuba 
would be “another Hungary.” It 
is actually implied that the use of 
American force to overturn a dic- 
tator who threatens the peace of 
a hemisphere would be like the 
use of tanks by the Russians to 
murder the citizens of a coun- 
try — Hungary — which they had 
beforehand literally stolen and 
physically occupied. 

No more monstrous distortion 
has been uttered. 

The citizens of Hungary were 
daring to be, if in a small, scared 
way, something like Hungarians 
again. Castro of Cuba, far from 
living under any American heel, 
had for months been abusing and 
threatening a country whose first 
crime had been to assist him into 
office. 

No American tank had occupied 


a foot of Cuban soil. Rather, it 
was Castro camp-followers who 
had repeatedly occupied Ameri- 
can property, stealing it in the 
name of that “democracy” in 
which his firing squads were giv- 
ing Castro ‘‘justice’ to his op- 
ponents while his followers 
roamed Havana in mobs. 

For months their contribution 
to democracy, to social justice, 
had been to howl ‘‘to the wall!’’— 
meaning to demand yet more 
wretched victims for the execu- 
tion wall — whenever their 
blood lust was up.

‘Marx, Engels Didn't 


Invent Income Tax’ 


Decatur—We have, in the Unit- 
ed States, a small but articulate 
number of misguided patriots 
who appear determined to pro- 
mote the notion that our federal 
income tax law was _iifted 
straight out of the Communist 
Manifesto. These zealots of in- 
dividualism imagine they have 
discovered a significant parallel, 


pointing in the direction of eco- 
nomic ruin, when they find that 
the Manifesto, published in 1848, 
recommends a heavy, graduated 
tax similar to our own. 

But Marx and Engels did not 
invent the income tax. They ap- 
propriated the idea, which is 
basically a democratic innova- 
tion, from earlier English his- 
tory. The first major successful 
income tax was established in 
England in 1799, half a century 
before the Communist Manifesto, 
when William Pitt introduced a 
progressive tax to finance the 
war against France. 


The longest and most stubborn 
depression in our national history 
occurred at a time when income 
taxes were low. Since World War 
II, income taxes have been high 
but we have experienced, in this 
period, our greatest prosperity.

States Wrongs To Blame 
For the Erosion of Rights 


Adlai Stevenson remarked once that ‘‘We would not hear so much 


about states’ rights if it were not for states’ wrongs.”’ 


Wednesday the 


urban taxpayers of Tennessee argued before the United States Su- 
preme Court their case for equal representation in the state legislature 


at Nashville. 

They argued that Washington 
must now intervene to protect 
millions of citizens from their own 
state governments .. . that the 
United States Constitution is be- 
ing violated in that the states are 
denying equal protection of the 
laws. 

It is significant that the Su- 
preme Court consented even to 
hear these arguments, and that 
the Department of Justice has 
thrown its weight behind the city 
voters. Another state matter is 
now in a federal arena; another 
historic prerogative of the ‘‘sov- 
ereign’’ states may be about to 
shift to the national capital. 

Some will say that this is tragic, 
that the federal system cannot 
stand much more erosion of the 
principle of states’ rights. But it 
is well to recognize that the prob- 
lem is as much one of wrongs 
as of rights. 

The argument of states’ rights 
can carry you only so far these 


days when it is offered against a 


negative background. The U.S. 
Supreme Court stepped in years 
ago to protect minority groups 
against the denial of fundamental 
rights by the states. It would 
hardly be shocking if it did the 
same now for urban voters. 


The legislature of Tennessee has 
not rearranged its seating in 60 
years, and Mayor Ben West of 
Nashville has remarked that hogs 
in the smallest county — Moore— 
have as much representation as 
people in the Nashville area. 


Yet the Supreme Court would 
hardly have scheduled arguments 
in this matter if only a single 
state were affected. This has be- 
come a national problem, grow- 
ing more serious as new millions 
move into the cities, and a legal 
case can be made against the 
states on the basic grounds of 
taxation without representation 
and equal protection of laws. 


It is not clear just how the U.S. 
Sup eme Court—or any court — 
might take hold of the problem. 


But this much is certain: If the 
problem is big enough the answer 
will be found, and if that answer 
is not available on the state level 
it will be found in Washington. 

Months from now a_ decision 
may go against the legislatures 
that represent pigs and pine trees 
better than peop.—_

‘Being All Things 
To All People?’ 


A desperate, feverish obsession drives mil- 
lions of folk today to measure up, to be liked, to 


‘Used to those glider things,’ 
was the way she figured it. 

And sure enough none of the 
young knew how to rock. 

Two pretty teen-agers, model- 
like in looks, did closed stances 
and then sat stiffly. They sat 
on the very edge of the seats 
and the one foot that touched 
the floor was flat, both heel 
and toe touching. ‘“‘Now they 
never even been in a rocking 


chair before. You rock with 
both feet.’’ 
The modern mothers could 


not really relax. Some pushed 
forward and backward a couple 


fit in, to belong. Whatever accounts for this bd 
herd instinct, whether it is fear, desire of profit or massive collec- 
tivism—it speaks ill for genuine security and individuality. 


There is a Biblical directive 
to become ‘‘all things to all peo- 
ple’’ but it does not stem from 
ignoble motives or self - inter- 
ests. Some interpret this state- 
ment to mean a wishy-washy, 
Dr. Jekyll-Mr. Hyde personality 
which fits into all places and 
occasions with equal ease. A 
hardy, well-met fellow, who 
without much depth of convic- 
tions, can prepare a diplomatic 
statement that will satisfy all 
parties concerned. The ‘‘well- 
rounded personality’’ label often 
is more of a curse than a com- 
pliment. 

Society calls such a person 
“‘versatile,’’ ‘“‘accommodating.” 
The Bible calls it compromis- 
ing. Paul, the Apostle, obvious- 
ly did not mean that a Chris- 
tian is to dance to every piper’s 
tune in order to be known as a 
well-liked fellow. Instead, he 
meant that through. education, 
devotion, understanding and 
ability, a Christian ‘should be 
able to meet anyone on any level 
for the Gospel’s sake and hold 
his own. 


In a very decisive way, a 
Christian is a nonconformist. 
Conformation is being shaped 
by the world; transformation is 
shaping the world. And in this 
sense that fraternity of Christ- 
followers are to be exclusivists: 
Excluding from their make - up 
that which would contaminate. 
“Come ye out from among 


them,”’ is an imperative, not an 
elective. But some think these 
words to be the ravelings of a 
snob. Not so! To stand on no 
higher ground than the person 
one is trying to elevate, is poor 
basis for expecting anything but 
contradiction. Being noncon- 
formists to the world’s tastes, 
habits and hopes while at the 
same time being in the world 
pointing to a better way, is a dif- 
ficult job. 

Few have tried to resolve the 
dualism in this process. Usual- 
ly one of two extremes results: 
coming out of the world in mor- 
bid, self-righteous asceticism on 
one hand or compromising with 
the world on the other. Neither 
is right. In the first, one negates 
all life and its interests, 
renouncing old friends and new 
companions, while giving up en- 
joyable things and building a 
wall around his life. In the oth- 
er, one becomes a libertine. 

Being all things to all people 
means a breadth and width of 
interests, versatility of tastes 
and accomplishments, a sense 
of empathy and projection, and 
when in Rome doing as the 
Romans do, only when the Rom- 
ans do right. This, I think, was 
the way of the Nazarene, a way 
which should inspire us to pray: 
‘‘Lord, when we are wrong help 
us to be quick to change: when 
we are right, make us easy to 
live with.”’

a aS R. J. Reynolds Jr. inherited $25 million at the age of 28 and things have gone 


badly for him ever since, I have never had much patience with rich guys, but 
lately I’ve begun to sympathize with old R. J. 


Poor guy, the doctors tell him 


he'll ruin his health if he doesn’t cut down on the cigarettes and, all the while, the company that 
bears his name spends millions to prove that tobacco is harmless. But R. J.’s real trouble is women 
Three times he has been married and three times divorced; and now that he has married again—a 
German girl—the court begins to wonder if his third divorce was legal. 


A lot of people, after reading 
about his exploits out there on 
Sapelo Island, figure he de- 
serves what he gets if he can't 
hold it in the road any better 
than that. But that’s not true of 
the people who work at the 
R. J. Reynolds Tobacco Co. in 
Winston-Salem. 

Reynolds, of course, stopped 
taking part in company opera- 
tions a long time ago.

‘“‘What Communists is that?” 
I said. 

“Those people are Commu- 
nists that hand that stuff out,’’ 
one of the men replied. ‘‘None 
of us read it.

The next week I found out 
what he meant. One night there 
were two union representatives

WASHINGTON (®—Following is the text of President 
Kennedy's speech Thursday before the American Society of 


Newspaper Editors: 


The president of a great democracy such as ours, 
and the editors of great newspapers such as yours, owe 


a common obligation to the people: 
present the facts, to present them with candor, 
present them in perspective. 


An obligation to

It is with that obligation 


in mind that I have decided in the last 24 hours to 
discuss briefly at this time the recent events in Cuba. 


On that unhappy island, as in 
so many other arenas of the con- 
the news has 
grown worse instead of better. | 
have emphasized before that this 
was a struggle of Cuban patriots 
against a Cuban dictator. While 
we could be expected to hide our 
sympathies we have made it re- 
peatediy clear that the armed 


forces of this country would not 
intervene in any way. 


Let Record Show 


Any unilateral American inter- 
vention, in the absence of an ex- 
ternal attack upon ourselves or an 
ally, would have been contrary to 
our traditions and to our interna- 
tional obligations. But let the rec- 
ord show that our restraint is not 
inexhaustible. Should it ever ap- 
pear that the inter-American doc- 
trine of non-interference merely 
conceals or excuses a policy of 
non-action—if the nations of this 
hemisphere should fail to meet 
their commitments against out- 
side Communist penetration—then 
I want it clearly understood that 
this government will not hesitate 
in meeting its primary obligations 
which are to the security of our 
nation. 


Should that time ever come, we 
do not intend to be lectured on 
“intervention” by those whose 
character was stamped for all 
time on the bloody streets of Bu- 
dapest. Nor would we expect or 
accept the same outcome which 
this small band of gallant Cuban 
refugees must have known they 
were chancing, determined as 
they were against heavy odds to 
pursue their courageous attempt 
to regain their island’s freedom. 


But Cuba is not an island unto 
itself; and our concern is not end- 
ed by mere expressions of non- 


intervention and regret. This is 
not the first time in either an- 
cient or recent history that a 
small band of freedom fighters 
has engaged the armor of totali- 
tarianism. 


It is not the first time that Com- 


unist tanks have rolled over gal-- 


lant men and women fighting to 
redeem the independence of their 
homeland. Nor is it by any means 
the firfal episode in the eternal 
struggle of liberty against tyran- 
ny, anywhere on the face of the 
globe, including Cuba itself. 


Mr. Castro has said that these 
were mercenaries. According to 
press reports, the final message 
to be relayed from the refugee 
forces on the island came from 
the rebel commander when asked 
if he wished to be evacuated. His 
answer was: “IT will never leave 
this country.’ That is not the re- 
ply of a mercenary. He has gone 
now to join in the mountains 
countless other guerrilla fighters, 
who are equally determined that 
the dedication of those who gave 
their lives shall not be forgotten, 
and that Cuba must not be aban- 
doned to the Communists. And 
we do not intend to abandon it 
either. 


Cubans for Freedom 


The Cuban people have not yet 
spoken their final piece—and I 
have no doubt that they will con- 
tinue to speak up for a free and 
independent Cuba. 


We will not accept Mr. Castro’s 
attempts to blame this nation for 
the hatred with which his one- 
time supporters now regard his 
repression. But there are from 
this sobering episode useful les- 
sons for all to learn. Some may 
still be obscure, and await further 
— Some are clear to- 
ay. 


PRESIDENT ADDRESSES EDITORS 


First, it is clear that the forces 
of communism are not to be un- 
derestimated, in Cuba or any- 
where in the world. The advan- 
tage of a police state—its use of 
mass terror and arrests to pre- 
vent the spread of free dissent— 
cannot be overlooked by those 
who expect the fall of every fa- 
natic tyrant. If the self-discipline 
of the free mind cannot match 
the iron discipline of the mailed 
fist—in economic, political, scien- 
tific and all other kinds of strug- 
gles as well as military—then the 
peril to freedom will continue to 
rise. 

Secondly, it is clear that this na- 
tion, in concert with all the free 
nations of this hemisphere, must 
take an even closer and more 
realistic look at the menace of 
external Communist intervention 
and domination in Cuba. The 
American people are not compla- 
cem about Iron Curtain tanks and 


planes less than 90 miles from our 
shores. But a nation of Cuba’s 
size is less a threat to our survival 
than it is a base for subverting the 
survival of other free nations 
throughout the Americas. It is 
not primarily our interest or our 
security but theirs which is now 
in even greater peril. It is for 


their sake that we must show our 
| will. 
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for the man who is searching for something

The evidence is clear—and the 
hour is late. We and our Latin 
friends will have to face the fact 
that we cannot postpone any long- 
er the real issue of survival of 
freedom in this hemisphere it- 
self. On that issue, unlike per- 
haps some others, there can be no 
middle ground. Together we must 
build a hemisphere where free- 
dom can flourish; and where any 
free nation under outside attack 
can be assured that all our re- 
sources stand ready to respond to 
a request for assistance. 

Third, and finally, it is clearer 
than ever that we face a relent- 
less struggle in every corner of 
the globe that goes far beyond 
the clash of armies or even nu- 
clear armaments. The armies are 
there, and in large numbers. The 
nuclear armaments are there. But 
they serve primarily as the shield 
behind which subversion, infiltra- 
tion and a host of other tactics 
can steadily advance, picking off 
vulnerable areas one by one in 


situations which do not permit 
our own armed intervention. 


Terror Erases Hope 


Power is the hall-mark of this 
offensive—power and_ discipline 
and deceit. The legitimate dis- 
content of yearning people is ex- 
ploited. The legitimate trappings 
of self-determination are em- 
ployed. But once in power, all 
talk of discontent is repressed— 
all self-determination disap- 
pears—and the promise of a revo- 
lution of hope is betrayed, as in 


Cuba, into a reign of terror. 
Those who staged automatic 
“riots” in the streets of free; 


nations over the effort of Cubans 
to regain their freedom should 
recall the long roll-call of refu- 
gees who cannot now go back— 
to Hungary, or to North Korea, 
or to North Viet Nam, or to East 
Germany, or to Poland, or to any 
of the other lands from which a 
steady stream of refugees pours 
forth, in eloquent testimony to the 
cruel oppression now holding 
sway in their homelands. 


We dare not fail to see the 
insidious nature of this new and 
deeper struggle. We dare not fail 
to grasp the new concepts, the 
new tools, the new sense of 
urgency we will need to. combat 
it, whether in Cuba or South Viet 
Nam. And we dare not fail to 
realize that it is this struggle 
which is taking place every day, 
without arms or fanfare, in 
thousands of villages and markets 
and classrooms all over the globe.

Too long we have fixed 
our eyes on traditional military 
needs, on armies prepared to 
cross borders or missiles poised 
for flight. Now it should be clear 
that this is no longer enough— 
that our security may be lost 
piece by piece, country by coun- 
try without the firing of a single 
missile or the crossing of a single 
border. 

Climax in History 

We intend to profit from this 
lesson. We intend to reexamine 
and reorient our forces of all 
kinds, our tactics and our institu- 
tions here in this community. 
We intend to intensify our efforts 
for a struggle in many ways 
more difficult than war, for dis- 
appointments will often accom- 
pany us. 


For I am convinced that we 
possess all the necessary re- 
sources, and all the skill, and all 
the added strefigth that comes 
from belief in the freedom of 
man. And I am equally convinced 
that history will record the fact 
that this bitter struggle reached 
its climax in the late 1950s and 
early 1960s. Let me then make 
clear as the President of the 
United States that | am deter- 
mined upon our system's survival 
and success, regardless of the 
cost and regardless of the peril. 


Highlights of Rusk’s Speec 


Here are excerpts from Sec- 
retary of State Dean Rusk’s 
speech to the Atlanta Bar 
Association Thursday night: 


I know that at the top of your 
minds is the subject of Cuba to- 
day, but let me say to you, re 
mind you, that the President of 
the United States made a most 
significant and sober statement 
this afternoon at 2 o'clock, and | 
do not believe that it would be 
wise or necessary for me to at- 
tempt to embellish that statement 
on the same day on which it was 
made. If you have not heard it: 
or if you have not read it, I 
would strongly urge every citizen 
to give it a thoughtful reading, 
because of the far-reaching sig- 
nificance of that declaration. 


So let us move almost around 
the globe to another spot of ten- 
sion; to Laos, some 12,000 miles 
away—a long way away—but a 
situation which can lay its hand 
upon all of us in every home, un 
less we can bring it to a peace- 
ful solution. 


CITES LAOS’ LAG 


The Laotian people have no in- 
terest in being caught up in the 
swirling struggles that go on in 
the world around them. We our- 
selves have no national interest in 
that country, except that it be 
left alone to live in freedom and 
independence. We want no bases 
there; we want no military alli- 
ances with Laos. We want it to 
be free and independent; genuine- 
ly neutral in its international posi- 
tion. 


On its northern frontiers, main- 
land China and North Vietnam, 
to the south lie Thailand, Cam- 
bodia and South Vietnam. What 
happens in Laos is of great con- 
cern to the security of southeast 
Asia. What happens in. southeast 
Asia is of great security to the 
rest of the world. 

So Laos, for its own sake, re- 
quires an interest on the part of 
the world community in its free- 
dom and its independence. We 
hope, promptly, a cease-fire will 
occur in that country which will 
make it possible for negotiations 
to provide international guaran- 
tees for a neutral and independent 
oe eee 


Meanwhile, the situation on the 
ground must be watched with 
considerable care, because if that 
situation changes while negotia- 
tions are proceeding, or while 
negotiations are being considered, 
then the danger will grow, and 
we must give attention to what 
should have to be done. 
SEATO’S ACCORD 

At a recent meeting in Bang- 
kok, at the Southeast Asia Treaty 
Organization, the members of 


that organization agreed that an 
effort should be made to achieve 
a neutral and unaligned and in- 
dependent Laos through negotia- 


ition. But if those efforts should 


fail, the members (of) SEATO 
are prepared to take the appro- 
priate action in the situation. .. . 


Turning to the Congo: there 
we see another potentially dan- 
gerous situation, but one which 
has been placed in charge of 
the United Nations. The Congo 
has many special problems. It 
achieved its independence before 
it was ready, apparently, to ac- 
cept full responsibility for its 
own affairs: with no trained ad- 
ministration; with little political 
experience. ... 


In that troubled situation the 
United Nations was invited to 
come in, to try to prevent the 


outbreak of civil war in that coun- 
try ... and to assist in getting 


the economic life of what is nor- 
mally a productive, and indeed a

Now, we signed the Charter of 
the United Nations 15 years ago, 
because we saw in it the great- 
est possibility for bringing dan- 
gers under law.

That it might 
be possible to cool them off. 
That we should find in the United 
Nations a system for quiet co- 
operation on the broadest basis 
on the common purposes of man, 
which despite political differences 
extend around the globe. We are 
finding out; we are testing in the 
Congo whether the United Nations 
itself can be permitted to estab- 
lish the necessary organizational 
effort required to handle a situ- 
ation like the Congo in the in- 
terests of the general peace. 


CONCERN FOR GROWTH 


This is why the United States, 
and the overwhelming majority 
of the United Nations are support- 
ing the UN effort in the Congo. 
These two reasons: concern for 
the future of the Congolese peo- 
ple themselves, 
the development of the ability 
of the United Nations to handle 
such problems. .. . 


We hope that out of the nuclear |

These 
people who do not wish to be 
engaged, these peaceful people 
who deserve to be out from un- 
der the pressures which are 
threatening their independence,”’ 
should be left alone by the Rus- 
sians.

WASHINGTON (‘(UPI)—The U.S. 
Court of Appeals declined Thurs- ee 
day to decide whether a private 
‘restaurant can be sued for com- 
|plying with a state segregation 
‘law in violation of federally-pro- | 
tected rights. 
| The issue was brought before 
‘the court in a $5,000 damage 
suit by Charles E. Williams, a 
Washington, D.C., Negro. 

Williams claimed his federally- 
protected rights were violated by 
an Alexandria, Va., restaurant 
when it refused to serve him on 
the basis of a law passed by the 
Virginia public assembly after the 
Civil War. 

The court of appeals refused to 
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to show that the law applied to : oe 
restaurants. It said the case pre- : 
sents ‘“‘a grave and novel federal 
constitutional question.” 
Williams claimed that the Vir- 
ginia statute required restaurants 
either to segregate their facilities 
or to exclude Negro patrons. At 
least, he said, that is the way it 
is enforced by state officials.

Eichmann, Fear 


There are people in Atlanta to whom the name Adolf Eich- 
mann is the turning of a dull knife in the heart. 


They are drawn tothe news of the trial of the ncn faced 
Hitler lieutenant in Jerusalem with a curdling , 

fear, compelled by reality, repelled by a dark 
horror that has been their long recurrent night- 
mare. 


To Jewish refugees who managed ta esca 
the planned slaughter of their race, th 
20 years in America has built only a thin coat- 
ing of safety over the raw wound of their 
spirits. 

The radio stays on near the cash register of 
the North Side Delicatessen where Henry and 
Martha Hamburger are conscious of every intonation of the 
Eichmann affair.

“We should not read, we should not listen, we should not look 
at television about this thing,” Mr. Hamburger admits, “‘it is too 
close to us. It is better if we do not think of it again.” 


They are aware of every turn in his destiny 


But they listen. !

The Hamburgers consider themselves delivered by provi- 
dence. They fled their home in Mannheim in 1938 only seven 
hours before the Gestapo came to take them away. 


Ironically, an agent of the Gestapo warned them of their 
impending arrest. He was an old friend. Within two hours the 
young Hamburgers and his parents boarded a train for Rotter- 
dam, leaving all their possessions behind them. 


Each of them boarded alone to avoid recognition. Henry 
Hamburger waited to leap on the car after the train began to 
move. 


Mrs. Hamburger’s parents, prosperous owners of a chain of 
meat stores were ‘deported, sent to a concentration camp in 
France. They lived through it, and eventually came to New 
York. Many close relatives were exterminated. To them all 
the word Dachau still snarls like a sentence of death. 


When the Hamburgers came to Atlanta, they say people 
here did not believe what they said about what had happened. 


“It is not to believe.” Mrs. Hamburger’s dark eyes brim 
with tears. She looks away. She is a warm, motherly woman, 
ample in her joy and in her grief. - ‘It is not to believe.” 


Penniless, the Hamburgers found what work they could. 
He took a job for $6.00 a week and was grateful for it. She 
began to sew. With a background of designing training in 
Heidelberg, she became a modiste and was soon making the 
sumptuous gowns of many an Atlanta debutante and bride. 


Finally, a few years ago the Hamburgers were able to under- 
take their own delicatessen business on Maple Drive in Buckhead 
which, as divine retribution, has prospered. 


They do not know the answer to the question of jurisdiction 
of the Israeli court in the Eichmann case. They do not want 
the German people to suffer. This, they feel, was not the work 
of the Germans, but only a madness led by Hitler. 


“‘We love German people,” they say, “They were our com- 
patriots. They are now our good friends. But the world must 
know what really happened. Everyone must realize what can 
happen when an evil force enslaves a nation.

Some notion of the sharpness of 
the competition in tournament 
bridge may be gathered by refer- 
ence to the bidding sequence in 
today’s hand. The contest was a 
team game at match points, in 
which each deal represents a sep- 
arate contest and, as in match 
play at golf, can be won, lost or 
tied. The East player gained a 
match for his team and ‘reaped 
glory for himself by a thoughtful 
discard in defense of the game 
contract. 

South’s final bid was rather 
venturesome and in rubber bridge 
would not be condoned. But, per- 
suaded that the opposition could 
fulfill their game contract in 
hearts, he hoped to limit the dam- 
ages to a one-trick set and thus 
trade a 200-point penalty for the 
420 points which the adverse 
game would yield the enemy. But 
for East’s careful discarding he 
would have achieved his purpose. 


The opening lead was the jack 
of hearts which held the trick. 
The suit was continued and ruffed. 
The king of clubs went to West's 
ace and he followed with the third 
round of hearts forcing the de- 
clarer again. 


At this point, South led a dia- 
mond to the ace and had East 
casually played low declarer 
would have held his losses to a 
one-trick set; for he would have 
cashed the ace, king of spades, 
stripping both hands of spades 
and hearts. He would then play a 
diamond and burden East with 
the lead. On East's compulsory 
lead of a major suit card, de- 
clarer would dispose of a losing 
diamond as he ruffed in dummy. 


But East on the first lead of 
diamonds followed suit with the 
king and thus extricated himself 
from any possible end play. By 
this play, he stood to lose a trick 
only if declarer held specifically 
the queen and one other diamond. 
For if declarer had three dia- 
monds to the queen, the defense 
still retained a diamond trick in 
the form of West’s imaginary
